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DETAILED ACTION 



This Reasons for Allowance action is in response to the filing of 1 1/25/2008. 

Allowance 

1. Claims 2, 15, 23, 31, 44, & 51 have been cancelled. 

2. Claims 1, 3-14, 16-22, 24-30, 32-43, 45-50, & 52-56 have been amended with written 
arguments which overcome the examiner's prior rejections and objections, see paper of 

1 1/25/2008. The examiner withdraws all outstanding rejections and objections to claims 1, 3-14, 
16-22, 24-30, 32-43, 45-50, & 52-56. 

3. Claims 1, 3-14, 16-22, 24-30, 32-43, 45-50, & 52-56 are allowed. 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

4. Prior art was found which disclosed upgrading a secure network interface [e.g. Frailong 
etaUUS-6230194-BlVI. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or render obvious the limitations as recited in 
independent claims 1, 8, 14, 22, 30, 37, 43, & 50, specific to the "invalidating the first 
certification information subsequent to the transmittal of the update software by establishing a 
second connection via the second communication protocol with the software update device and 
providing information to the software update device allowing the software update device to 
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determine if the communication device successfully obtained the update software, and if the 
update is successfully establishing a second connection via the first communication protocol with 
the software update device and receiving an erasure password from the software update device 
over the second connection via the first communication protocol and erasing the first 
certification information by overwriting the first certification information with the erasure 
password, and disconnecting the second connection via the first communication protocol after 
completing overwriting the first certification information with the erasure password". 

6. Dependent claims are allowed as they depend from an allowable independent claim. 

7. Therefore, the Examiner considers the "invalidating the first certification information 
subsequent to the transmittal of the update software by establishing a second connection via the 
second communication protocol with the software update device and providing information to 
the software update device allowing the software update device to determine if the 
communication device successfully obtained the update software, and if the update is 
successfully establishing a second connection via the first communication protocol with the 
software update device and receiving an erasure password from the software update device over 
the second connection via the first communication protocol and erasing the first certification 
information by overwriting the first certification information with the erasure password, and 
disconnecting the second connection via the first communication protocol after completing 
overwriting the first certification information with the erasure password" as applied to the 
applicant's defined system, method, apparatus, and medium of software updating as the non- 
obvious novelties of the invention.
